cost is herewith submitted. As reflected in paragraph 1 D, fourth reference, 
the newspaper had on hand an unexpended balance of 6,753.71 DM as of 1 January 
1952* For the first four months of 1952 (January through April), the newspaper 
was given only 10,000 DM per month until the authorization contained in MGQ-Vv- 
13233 was received. During the latter part ©f April, 16,000 DM or the difference 
between what the newspaper had already received and what was authorized for the 
period January through April was transmitted. For May and June, the newspaper 
received the full 14,000 DM per month authorized. Therefore, for the first six 
months of 1952 the newspaper received 84, @00 DM which together with the unexpended 
balance fro® 1951 gave the newspaper a total of 90,753.71 DM at ites disposal for 
the period. A detailed breaMovra of expenditures for January 1952 was presented 
in MGM-A-08489 and the breakdowns for February, March and April appear in 
KGM-A-09987. "
